“ This ‘gag’ is a great commodity in 
the circus—even on the stago it is useful. 
I have seen on the Edinburgh stage a 
whole scene ‘gagged,’ by Murray, 
Maskeys aud Lloyd, and capital fun. it 
was. In a circus, and by clowns and 
ring-masters, ‘gag’ is ever in demand, 
‘Oh, just gag it,’ isacommon saying, and 
by a little physical exertion an immense 
deal of fun may be made out of nothing. 
A good clown knows how to keep the 
ball rolling and the audience in good 
humour.” 

The foregoing is an extract from Peter 
Paterson’s ‘'Glimpses of Real Life,” aud 
js wonderfully true, 28 far as the cireus 
clown is concerved, For the stage, some- 
thing _ more refined and legitimately 
humourous, is reguired, to assist the red 
hot poker smd sausage appropriaticn 
business.

STOVE. 

Here the night temperature must not exceed 60°, andif it fall to 50° 
in severe weather, no harm will be done, Keep the atmosphere 
rather moist, especially if the weather is bright, and remove such 
plants as are inclined to start to the warmest part of the house. Some 
plants, such as Stephanotis, Allamandas, Manettias, Dipladenias, é&c., 
may be pruned, trained, and started, if by a gentle bottom heat all 
the better, but those vlants wanted for late blooming must bekept back 
for the present. Some persons keep their stove plants now and for 
the next six weeks quite at rest, and in that state a temperature of 
55° is quite enough for them in cold weather. No more water is given 
at the roots than will keep the leaves from flagzing. A high tempera- 
ture and dry atmosphere are much more injurious to stove plants than 
any cold they can suffer in a temperatureabove45°. Orchids should now 
be kept as cool and dry as they can bear for about six weeks, and 
in spring increase the heat as the season advances, but still withhold 
water till early in summer, and then give it only when the buds are 
ready to start. Young Stanhopeas are more difficult to flower than 
established plants, because they are more susceptible of changes of 
temperature and moisture. From this time to the begianing of May 
give as little water at the roots as is consistent with the health of the 
plants, and up to the middie of Feburary 55° is the proper tempeta- 
ture. The atmosphere should not be.drier than that for a collection 
of stove plants; sheremore, where two houses do not exist, the coldest 
end of a stove is a good place to winter them in. 


FORCING-PIT. 

Remove the plants from here to the conservatory as fast as tho 
flowers expand, and introduce others from the reserve for saccession, 
placing them first at the cool end of the pit, so as to excite them gradu- 
ally. A few Pinks and Sweet Williams may be started, and plenty of 
Lily of the Valley, Sweet Briar, and other sweet-scented plants. 
Gardenias must also be started, and as Stephanotis is a great favourite, 
a plant or two should be placed at the warmest end of the pit. Main- 
tain a fresh, growing, moist temperature of from 60 deg. to 65 deg., or 
70 deg., with sun heat, aud give air, warmed before it reaches the 
plants, at every favourable opportunity. Syringe early on sunny days, 
and keep a moist atmosphere, unless the weather is very dull. 

PITS AND FRAMES, 

These must be protected in severe weather, and abundance of air 
should be given to Mignonette and Violets when the weather fs favour~ 
able. The eatly-potted Tulips and Hyaciuths under tan will begin to 
draw, therefore remove them to acold pit. A batch of Mignonette for 
succession may be sown towards the end of the month. Keep the 
plants in these structures as hardy as possible, by fully exposing them 
in mild weather, but do not give them any more water than is abso- 
lutely necessary. Remove all decayed and decaying leaves, and 
keep the atmosphere in as healthy a state as possible—Cotlage

So the gallant Joe is once more free, and although annoying, 
and expensive, it must have been soothing to him to know that 
his friends were not wanting, and that fiaes and forfeited recog- 
nizances were at once paic. Joe is free egain and eager to 
meet Jem Mace for the Championship of England, the Champion Cup, 
and £200 a side. :

After a succession of 
exchanges, which Nobby always manayed to stop, the men closed and fought 
down, Nobby being undermost, 

Round 6—There was a good deal of sparring, when Nobby again led off the 
fighting, and both men fell to pell meil, wien Sutcliffe, who was evidently 
the strongest made fellow, got his man down again, 

At this stage of the proceedings a solitary officer cam? upou the scene, when 
Sutcilffe and his backers quickly left the ring, but the officer evinced no dispo- 
sition to interfere with the fight, and Sutcliffe was ordered to renew the en- 
counter at once. He, however, declined, being apparently satistied to allow 
Nobby to carry off the laurels, and that hero lefé the field victorious, without 
a@ visible scratch. 

We should imagine that Sutcliffe, whatever may have been his doings in 
Yankee land, will not again enter the prize ring with his late antagonist. 
Nobby has fought several prize fights before, added to which he is, in our 


opinion, a first-class boxer, and certainly for a light weight is @ tremendous 


“hitter” and a dangerous customer. There is no doubt that if properly ¢ared 
for he would be 22 ormmament to the fistic art. Sutcliffé is a game fellow, and 
took his punishment like a lamb, but he has certainly mistaken his man this 
time.

THE FIGHT. :

Raggott was in splendid condition, but Nash 
was embarrassed with a superfluity of fat, and from their appearance betting 
ruled at 2tolon Baggott. After a brief gurvey of each other, and striking a 
fow sparring positions, they went to work in carnest ina ding dong style with 
little pretension to science.

“ Rounds 6 to 9—Displayed no peculiarities, heavy hitting and quick fighting 
being the order of the day, neither party appearing to have the advantuge. 

Round 10—Hot exchanges; at the close Baggott got down on the saviug 
score. 

Round 11—Baggott hit off at his opponent’s nose, which. bled profusely, and 
following up his advantage got on his lett eye and check, which showed strong 
symptoms of joining the early closing movement. Av the flaish Baggott fought 
his man down, ; : i : 

Round 12—Nash again and again planted on Baggott’s ribs without 
return ; a retreat on either side and on again getting together Baggott sent out a 
straight shot at Nash’s left eye, and made with his left on the nose, going down 
to escape punishment. 

Round 183—Mu.ual exchanges on ribs and chest; close, both down, Baggott 
under, 

Round 14—Baggott rallied, and went to work with a will, giving Nash a blow 
which sent him spinnivg, rally, and both down, 

Round 15—Well fought round, both fighting quickly. Nash fought his man 
to the middle stake, wnere he went down like ashot, to avoid punishment. 

The succeeding rounds were so similar and unmarked by any peculiarity that 
they do not call for any special details. Neither of the combatants had auy 
visible advantage, but it was evident, had Nash been in condition the chances 
were much in his favour. Forty-four rounds were contested with great game- 
ness on both side», occupying 1 hour 2 min. Inthe last round Baggott landed 
a terrific right-handed blow on Nash’s jaw, which put Nash hors de wombat, and 
left him in a state of blisstul oblivion for the next three hours, and the stakes 
and other honours of victory were therefore awarded to Baggott.

PROGRESS OF THE PANTOMIMES. 

So far the pantomimes have enjoyed an almost unexampled popu- 
larity. And now that they have got into thorough working order 
they present, upon the whole, merit which fully justifies their success. 
As “children’s pantomimes,”’ the productions of the two great houses, 
Covent Garpen and Drury Lang, and of AstLery’s and the Surrey, 


perhaps, take tho lead, while for fun more refined and more adapted 
for the appreciation of children of large growth, the Christmas pieces 
at the HayMArKET and Prince or WaLEs’s bear away the palm. 


The morning performances, which at Drury Lone and Astley’s, are’ 


given no less than three times a week, are both in the Hast and 
West remarkably successful. These gatherings, too, are those at 
which the only true appreciators of pantomime, the children, are to 
be found in large nnmbers. We are also glad to be able to report 
that so far as the London theatres are concerned, no accident. of 
any moment has occurred. At Astley’s, the other night, a portion 
of Mr. Brew’s very elaborate and brilliant transformation scene 
caught fire, and somewhat alarmed the audience ; but Mr. E. T. 
Smith’s prompt assurance that the cause of alarm had ceased, and 
that the fire had been extinguished ere it had done a half-crown’s 
worth of damage, speedily had the effect of causing the people to 
resume their seats, and see the piece out. Pantomime in the pro- 
vinces has not been so fortunate in this respect. As reported in 
another part of our paper, the Columbine, at the Lyceum, Sunder. 
land, has been burnt to death. 


OLYMPIC. 

The revival of Mr. E. Morton’s farce of ‘* The Windmill”—ori 
ginally produced at the Princess's, during the Kean and Keeley 
regime, if we remember rightly—gives us a further opportunity for 
studying the capabilities of the new low comedian of this theatre, Mr. 
Younge. We are not by any means satisfied that the piece selected 
is one in which he is seen to great advantage. The story of the 
piece—by the way, we had hoped that such stories of coarse intrigue 
had finally and unreturnably yawned themselves from the JLon- 
don stage—offers very little scope for the broadly comic acting in 
which he is reported to excel. The loutishness of Sampson Low is 
too much the mere loutishness of the stage, too transparently artificial, 
to permit any but the most unsophisticated audience to take any 
interest in the perplexities in which it involvesthe character. For 
ourselves, to whom the piece is only tolerable for the acting, we can 
only say that Mr. Younge exhibits in it the faculty of an accom- 
plished actor and increases our desire to see him in some other part 
in which his talents may have full play. The part of Marian, the 
pretty proprietress of the mill and the object ofso many nefarious 
solicitations from the gallants of a profligate court, is charmingly 
rendered by Miss Lydia Foote, of whom the habitues of the 
Olympic have seen so little of late. Mr. W. H. Stephens performs 
the part of the profligate and senile Marquis of Roueville, and renders 
Justice to the author’s portraiture of one of the most offensive 
characters in the modern reportoire. It is hard to say on what 
grounds an audience of decent men and women tolerate the exhibition 
of a weezened old debaachee attempting the seduction of what he 
has reason to believe is an innocent girl, by writing her a letter and 
enclosing a suggestive bank note between its pages; afterwards pursu- 
ing her—as he vkinks—into her bed-room, from a window of which 
he is made to vent his rage at the disappointment he has experienced 
in not finding what he was in search of. For the coarseness of all 
this there is not the least atonement in the shape of wit; it is 
simply a picture of a disgustingly imbecile old man eager to seduce a 
young girl, for whose virtue he has paid beforehand in money*; 
nothing more nor less. Mrs, Stephens is the Marchioness—a mere 


puppet character, of which this clever actress makes as much as can 
possibly be made of it perhaps.

He was attended by all the noblemen and 
gentlemen of his household, one Cardinal, one Arch- 
bishop, one Marquis, eight Earls, eighteen Lords, a 
great number of Knights, and a large body of guards 
and servants, togetner with the followers of his 
courtiers, in the different degrees. Tho Queen was 
attended by three Bishops, one Karl, three Lords, 
thirty-three Knights, one Duchess, seven Counterses, 
fourteen Baronesses, nineteen Ladies of Knights, and 
many gentlemen, besides all the ladies, officers, and 
servants of her immediate household. The suite of 
Cardinal Wolsey was nearly as numerous as that 
of the King. The Prelates, Lorda, and Ladies, 
vied with each other in the richness of their 
dresses, and the number of their followers. Great 
preparations had been made at Guisnes for the 
reception of the illustrious company. Two thousand 
artificers had beef employed for several months in 
building a magnificent Palace of wood near the Castle, 
for the accommodation of the King and his Court. 
This Palace formed a square, each side of which was 
8,028 feet in length. The walls and roof were adorned 
externally with a great number of Statues of Warriors. 
The interior of the Palace was divided into State ° 
Rooms, and other apartments for the attendants. The 
ceilings of the State Apartments were richly painted, 
the walls being hung with go: geous silks and tapestries, 
the floors covered with ‘Turkey carpets, and other- 
wise richly furnished. On one side of the Grand En- 
trance Gate was a Fountain running with white and 
red wine, aud the Fountain, upon which was placed a 
Statue of Bacchus, bore the inscription ‘ Make merry 
who will.” On the other side of the gate was an 
Obelisk, with a Statue of Cupid, in the act of discharg- 
ing arrows at those who entered. Contiguous to this 
Palace were built elegant convenient lodges for the 
Great Officers of State. On the neighbouring plain 
were erected 2,800 tents, many of them large and orna- 
mental, and covered with gorgeous silk. The first 
meeting between the two Monarchs was in the valley 
of Andern. Francis rode with a Brilliant Cavalry. 
Henry was informed that, large as his attendance was, 
the French outnumbered them; and, for a short time 
hesitation waa felt on account of suspected treachery. 
Nevertheless Heury determined to go forward. He 
reached the bank of Andern, and there his splendid re- 
tinue arranged themselves in their appointed 
station, ‘I'he French King and his host of fol- 
lowers, took their position upon the opposite 
eminence, Francis, with the Duke of Bourbon, 
holding an unsheathed sword betore him, advanced 
in front of his attendants. Henry, perceiviug this, 
ordered the sword of State to be drawn, and while 
trumpets, sack buts, and clarions on either side sounded 
& triumphal blast, the two great monarchs deacended 
from the hills into the valley of Andern, and embraced 
each other on horseback. They then alighted, and 
repeated the salutation, and entered arm-in-arm into 
asuperb tent prepared for their reception, and entirely 
covered with cloth of gold. They -banquetted sump~ 
tuously, while the French and English nobles and 
officers fraternised and feasted, A field was then 
prepared for feats of arms, 900 feet long and 320 feet 
broad, divided from the spectators by wide and deep 
ditches. Two artificial trees, nearly 12 feet high, had 
been erected, their leaves made of green damask, with 
branches, stems, flowers and fruit of Cloth of Gold 
and Silver, The two Kings, witn seven chosen 
Knights of each side, hung their shields upon these 
trees; and then the two Gueons entered the arena, 
saluted each other, and tuok their places upon gor- 
geous thrones erected for them. ‘I'he Sovereigns, 
heading their appointed companions, richly apparelied, 
made their reverence to their royal ladies, and then 
took their stations for the Tournament. The Kgench 
King wan tho first that entered the listg; he yode— 
Valiantly, and bruke spears mightily. Henry acquitted 
himself with so mueh vigour, that at thésecoud tilt 
the sturdiness of hig blow disabled his antagonist.
